THE Royal Borough of Greenwich has 
a new Mayor. Cllr David Grant, who 
represents Greenwich West, was sworn 
in at a ceremony at Woolwich Town 
Hall last Tuesday, May 22. 

He told GT: “My main mayoral charity 
for the year will be raising funds for 
the Alzheimer’s Society and dementia 
research nationally, as well as the local 
group in Greenwich and Lewisham, 
who do great work in the area.

It will be 
absolutely fascinating and intriguing. 
Obviously, the 2012 Games will be the 
major event, but I don’t yet know what 
my role will be as Mayor.

“I’ve been Deputy Mayor for the 
last year, and what I’ve enjoyed most 
is visiting local organisations in the 
voluntary sector, and meeting people 
who help the local community. The 
number of people in the royal borough 
who do good things is absolutely 
amazing. And I will enjoy visiting our 
schools because my whole professional 
life has been in education.” 

Cllr Grant was born in 1938 in Croydon.

An Olympic honour for top local swimmer... 

Master stroke for

FIFTEEN-year-old swimmer Natasha 
Sinha has her heart set on competing 
in the 2016 Olympics. In the meantime, 
she’s pulled off a master-stroke for 
the forthcoming London Games and 
is one of 35 torchbearers carrying the 
Olympic torch through Greenwich on 
July 21. 

Cambridge Harrier Natasha, who lives in 
Blackheath, told GT: “I feel very proud and 
honoured to be selected to carry the Olympic 
torch through my home borough, the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

“I feel I am representing not only myself 
but all the other young athletes in Royal 
Greenwich who train equally as hard in a 
multitude of sports. I’m sure this experience 
will inspire me for the future.” 

Nominated by her mother, Natasha was 
chosen for her swimming achievements but 
is also the London Schools Cross-Country 
and 1500m champion. Her sister, 12-year- 
old Sabrina, is the national cross-country 
champion in her age group. 

Their proud mum said: “We won’t find out 
until four weeks before the event where 
exactly Natasha will be carrying the torch for 
300 metres. There’ll be a party in the evening 
when all the torchbearers can talk about the 
experience.” 

Natasha is already a Starting Blocks 
ambassador for the royal borough and her 
achievements include a silver medal at the 
national swimming championships when she 
was 12. 

“She’s been a part of the England Talent 
Programme for swimming since 12 and 


was part 
of the schools team that 
represented England in the world cross- 
country championships in N. 
said Angela. 

Natasha, who swims backstroke and 
butterfly, will be competing in the national 
championships in Sheffield the day before. 
If she reaches the 200m backstroke final she 
won’t be able to compete because she’ll be 
carrying the torch. 

“That’s how important it is for 
Natasha, a once in a lifetime 
opportunity,” said Angela.

Special arrangements for parking in 
many parts of the royal borough during 
the Games were also approved by the 
borough’s planning board at a meeting in 
Woolwich last Thursday. 

The final arrangements, presented 
by the London Organising Committee 
of the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG), include a number of changes 
that the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
negotiated on behalf of local residents 
and businesses to limit the impact of the 
Games locally as much as possible. 

The approved plans detail traffic 
and transport arrangements around 
Greenwich Park - venue for the Equestrian 
events. They also list areas in the royal 
borough which will need special parking 
permits during the Games so residents’ 
parking is protected. 

Temporary measures which come into 
force during Games Time include: 

• a temporary one-way system in 
Greenwich town centre during the 
Games 

• a walking route that up to 50,000 
spectators will be marshalled through 
on their way to the venue at Greenwich 
Park 

• the temporary suspension of some 
parking bays and the closure of a small 
number of roads during Games Time 

• extending parking controls in 
existing zones - and introducing some 
new temporary zones. 

The royal borough has been 
scrutinising LOCOG’ S plans to balance 
the needs of local residents and businesses 
with the smooth operation of the Games. 
It ensured a number of changes to the 
original ideas put forward - for example, 
denying LOCOG use of large numbers 
of bays in public car parks so that locals 
could still have access throughout the 
Games period. 

New temporary parking controls will 
be in force to prevent spectators from 
parking close to Olympic venues or using 
other parts of the borough to park. 

The Resident & Business Parking 
Protection Area will cover the majority 
of the borough north of Shooters Hill and 
the old A2, (see map). 

It includes areas within existing 
Controlled Parking Zones (CPZs) and 
temporary Event Day Zones (EDZ). Locals 
affected will be written to with more 
information about the new controls and 
what they need to do. 

Residents and businesses, who currently 
don’t have parking permits, will need to 
get one - free of charge - during the Games 
if they are in the temporary parking zones. 

Temporary permits are free of charge 
and eligible households can also apply for 
permits for visitors. Businesses can apply 
for up to ten permits. 

Councillor Ray Walker, chair of the 
royal borough’s planning board said: 

“For the last few months we’ve worked 
extremely closely with residents and 
businesses to make sure that LOCOG’s 
plans fully take into account their needs. 
Of course the Games will have an impact 
while they’re on and our aim is to keep 
daily life for residents as normal as 
possible while staging a Games in Royal 
Greenwich that we can all be proud of. 
What we need now is for everyone to 
start planning how they might make any 
changes needed to their daily routine 
during the two and a half weeks of Games 
time. We all want the events we stage in 
Royal Greenwich to be a great success, 
while making sure that our residents 
and businesses can also capitalise upon 
and fully enjoy this fantastic event in the 
Royal Borough’s history.”

Residents 
urged to plan 
Games-time 
travel NOW 

PEOPLE living or working in Royal 
Greenwich are being urged to 
plan their journeys and travel 
arrangements with extra care during 
this year’s Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

The royal borough is hosting a third of 
all the London 2012 events, which will 
mean a huge increase in the numbers 
of people using public transport. 
Transport for London (TfL) has just 
released a full “hotspot" list of where 
and when Tube and rail services in the 
capital will be most affected. And the 
big message is: “Plan your travel well 
in advance, and explore alternative 
travel options.” 

Up to three million additional journeys 
are expected to be made in London 
alone on the busiest days of the 
Games. £6.5 billion has been invested 
in upgrading and extending transport 
links to increase capacity and improve 
services across London and the UK, 
including a 50 per cent increase in 
DLR capacity with the line extended to 
Woolwich and Stratford International. 
Local hotspots will include the DLR, 
which spectators will use to travel 
to and from events at Greenwich 
Park. London Bridge station will be 
exceptionally busy between 7am and 
9.30am and 4pm to 9.30pm throughout 
the Olympic and Paralympic Games, 
including weekends. Spectators 
travelling to and from venues in the 
North Greenwich Arena, Greenwich 
Park and the Royal Artillery Barracks 
in Woolwich will pass through or 
change trains at London Bridge, and 
the Jubilee line at London Bridge will 
be very busy. The impact on the public 
transport network can be reduced 
by people working at alternative 
locations including home, staggering 
working hours, working longer but 
fewer days, taking annual leave or 
swapping to alternative forms of 
transport such as walking or cycling.

BHF shop benefits from a different tune 


PEOPLE who play their music too 
loudly have paid the price for making 
life a misery for their neighbours - but it 
has brought a £1,000 cash windfall for a 
Woolwich charity shop. 

Action by the royal borough’s Noise 
Team over the past two years led to 
25 seizures of equipment like music 
centres, TVs and CD players. It was all 
forfeited by orders of the court after a 
series of successful prosecutions. 

Some was given to a charity for the 
homeless, but of most of it - a large 
vanload - was passed on to the British 


Heart Foundation’s shop in Hare Street. 
The shop reckons it can raise £1,000 
by selling the equipment on to their 
customers. It includes a pair of speakers 
which have already sold for £300, and 
3ftx3ft boom box stage equipment. 
Woolwich BHF store manager Maxine 
Williams told GT: “We are delighted 
that the royal borough has thought 
of us in this way. Their donations will 
help to save lives by giving us more 
of the money needed for research into 
preventing early deaths from heart 
disease.” 


Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community safety and environment, 
told GT: “We will not hesitate to take 
action against inconsiderate people who 
upset their neighbours by playing loud 
music or making other noise. 

“They are likely to have their property 
seized. However, some good has come 
out of this, and the British Heart 
Foundation has benefitted.”

Commerell Street, Greenwich on 
Friday morning, where he spoke to 
around 150 children and their parents. 

Fiona Kemp, the head of the centre, 
said: “The visit went really. Andy 
talked informally to parents in the 
cafe and screened a slideshow of him 
playing in Beijing. He then went into 
the playground and met children 
showed them the wheelchair he plays 
rugby in, and how it worked and how 
he could manoeuvre it. The children 
were fascinated and they could see 
how it was quite bashed up from him 
using it to play wheelchair rugby. 

“He told the children that it was good 
to play sport and keep fit and have fun, 
regardless of any disability. He talked 
to them about what he had achieved 
and his pride about competing in 
Beijing. It was a highly inspiring visit, 
and the parents were interested to 
hear from him and enjoyed asking him 
questions.” 

Andy added: “It was a very good visit 
to the Robert Owen centre. I’ve not 
talked to younger children before so 
it was all about them learning about 


what I do. I also spoke to a large number 
of parents, so it was a great morning.” 

Andy was GB rugby captain 
for the Beijing Games, and holds 
three European gold medals and 
a silver medal from the European 
Championships. During his visits 
to local schools he talks about his 
interest in rugby from an early age and 
described his career as a wheelchair 
rugby player. He told GT: “I like contact 
sports and the idea of working as a 
team. I was injured playing rugby at 
the age of 17 and during rehab I found 
I still loved it so I gave it a go again and 
it turned out to be more than just a 
hobby.” 

He also explains the differences 
between Olympics and the 
Paralympics, the rules of wheelchair 
rugby and shows children his practice 
rugby chair, and the six Olympic 
values and how important they are 
within sport and life. 

He added: “I hope the children got a bit 
more knowledge about the Paralympics 
and disability today. There’s so much 
hype over the Olympics and this is 
a good opportunity to highlight the 
Paralympics too.”

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A THOUSAND boats will cruise 
through the Royal Greenwich 
riverside on Sunday (June 3) for 
Her Majesty The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee Pageant. 

The flotilla, which is travelling 
down to Tower Bridge, will be more 
seven miles long. It will pass under 
all 13 central London river crossings, 
and take at least 75 minutes to pass 
any given point. Many of the vessels 
taking part will continue down past 
Greenwich and beyond. 

They include 12 music barges, 
and Gloriana, rowed by 18 , 
oarsmen and women including i 
Sir Matthew Pinsent, Sir i 
Steve Redgrave, Paralympic 
champions and disabled British I 
servicemen. The Queen and 
other senior members of the 
Royal Family will embark 
the Royal Barge - the Spirit of 1 
Chartwell - at Cadogan Pier at 
2:30pm to join the flotilla. 

This unique spectacle will 
involve up to 20,000 participants 
on the water and up to a million 
spectators on the river banks and 
public spaces. Broadcasters expect 
the global audience to run into 
billions. 

There will be around 190 safety 
vessels on the river, including police 
boats, Port of London Authority 
launches, and fire and rescue boats. 
A ‘hard shoulder’ will be used on the 
day to enable these safety vessels to 
move quickly and easily alongside 
the flotilla and be swiftly on hand to 
deal with any incidents. 

The Thames Diamond Jubilee River 
Pageant will be the biggest collection 
of historic vessels ever assembled 
on the Thames.

Crown Matrimonial

IT’S an era made famous by Colin Firth in 
The King’s Speech, but now the Alexandra 
Players are doing their own take on the 
English monarchy of the 1930s, in Crown 
Matrimonial. 

It’s set a couple of years before Bertie’s 
stuttering speech, focusing on the abdication 
of Edward VIII in 1936 and his relationship 
with Wallis Simpson. 

The Royce Ryton-penned drama is a 
departure of sorts for the Charlton group, 
who are most known for their drily delivered 
comedies. But don’t worry, Scene caught a 
sneak peek of this new one, and it looks to 
be a right royal corker. It shows the ambition 
of the am-dram group - who should really 
be called a pro-dram group, having laid on a 
slick slew of punch-packing performances at 
their HQ on Bramshot Avenue. 

They have shuffled the pack once again 
for this one - Roy Moore taking up directing 
duties - and made for the lead role is the 
matriarch of the group, Janet Sweet. 

Roy told Scene: “We wanted to find a play 
that was appropriate to the jubilee - it’s all 
about duty versus love.” 

It’s writer Ryton’s imaginative behind-the- 
scenes version of events, and though Simpson 
herself does not appear, her spirit looms 


large. “I guess it might be quite accurate,” 
Roy added. “The play was written in the 1 970s 
and had a long West End run before it was 
revived a couple of years ago. And reading 
some of the reviews and with what’s gone on 
since, it perhaps has even more significance 
now.” And though it may be billed as a drama, 
the eight actors still manage to inject the 
group’s trademark sense of comic timing. 
Roy said: "It’s a bit like Titanic - everyone 
knows what the ending is! But it’s got touches 
of dry humour here and there.” RK

international affair, with the UK’s 
Graeae theatre company teaming 
up with Spaniards, La Fura dels 
Baus. Seventy-two performers 
undertake the huge operation. 

Scene caught up with Graeae 
director Amit Sharma. He said: 
“We’ve recreated the well known 
story of Prometheus - the myth 
is about fire and the creation of 
humanity. 

“Six people operate the puppet, 
there’s a vessel-like structure that 
holds 16 people which represents 
fire, a big wheel - a wheel of 
destruction, which has eight 
people operating that as well as a 
‘net’ made up of 42 people.” 

The show is made up of three 
different elements. 

“It’s all hung together with a 
narrative,” he added. “There are 
the puppets and the set pieces, 
the performers. There’s also the 
Queen’s House with a projection 
screen.” 

Fingers crossed the weather 
holds out. Amit joked: “Well, I’ve 
written to God, and I’ve emailed 
him a couple of times, and I’ve said 
‘no thunder, no rain, definitely no 
wind’ - but he’s not got back to me 
just yet!” The Greenwich Festivals 
runs throughout the summer, and 
includes Parksfest from June 
2-July 29, the Peninsula Festival 
from June 3, comedy festival from 
July 13-20, and dance festival on 
now until July 15.

CORELLI College students were 
invited on a top-secret mission to 
watch the effects of climate change 
from space, writes Grace Lipski. 

The group were driven to a covert 
location in central London where they 
were shown what might be in store for 
our planet if global warming continues 
at the current rate. 

The secret summit was part of the 
Signs of Change project that has been 
going on at the Kidbrooke school - 
which climaxed in a big finale involving 
youngsters from local primary schools. 

The college on Corelli Road invited 
six borough primary schools - Charlton 
Manor, Cherry Orchard, Cardwell, 
Plumcroft, Sherington and Kidbrooke 
Park - to share their ideas on helping to 
create a healthier planet. 

The Corelli eco-champions chosen for 
the special mission then had to use their 
new knowledge to mentor the schools in 


‘creative activism’, and help the them 
create artworks or ‘signs of change’ 
which were big enough to be seen from 
space. 

Corelli College student Louis Hodson, 
12, told GT: “We’ve been helping the 
local primary schools learn about the 
Olympics and how to save energy and 
to recycle more. I’ve liked inspiring the 
younger children to save the planet. 

“One thing I’ve learned to be more 
eco-friendly about, is to not leave my 
Xbox on if I’m not using it!” Mohamed 
Osman, 12, added: “We’ve been making 
temporary signs out of bodies with us 


joining up in big shapes to be 
seen from space - that’s been 
fun, exhausting, but fun. 

“We also made an artwork 
made out of compost, tissue 
paper and cardboard. I 
learned that saving energy 
can be easy enough - you just 
have to turn off all electrical 
stuff when you aren’t using 
it”. Each school made 
pledges of change to show 
how they would reduce their 
carbon footprint and be more 
sustainable in the future.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

1 . NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Council of the Royal Borough of Greenwich, with the agreement of the London Borough of Lewisham, 
proposes to make the above-mentioned Orders under sections 6, 45, 46, 49 and 124 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984 and section 14(4) of the London Olympic Games and Paralympic Games Act 2006. 

2. The general effect of the Olympic Games and Paralympic Games Orders would be to give parking priority to residents and local 
businesses in all areas within the Royal Borough of Greenwich affected by the London 2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Games”) by discouraging spectators from parking in the vicinity of the venues being used for tne Games. This would 
be achieved as follows: 

(a) in the following Controlled Parking Zones (CPZs): Blackheath - Kidbrooke (“BIQ, Blackheath - Lee (“BL”), Charlton (“C”), 
Deptford Green (“DG”), East Greenwich (“EG”), Elverson Road (“EV”), Greenwich Town Centre (“G”), Plumstead Station ( PL”}, 
Westcombe Park (“Vv ’), Woolwich Arsenal (‘ WA”) and Woolwich Dockyard (“WD”) during the period of 26th July to 9tn 
September 2012 inclusive: 

(i) the operational hours of all on-street parking places, loading bays and waiting restrictions would be extended so that they 
would operate between 8:30am and 7:00pm on Mondays to Sundays inclusive (hereinafter called “Games Times”). Any 
parking places, loading bays or waiting restrictions that already commence earlier or finish later than Games Times (such as 

Blue cadge” disabled persons’ parking places, car club bays, motorcycle bays, “at any time” waiting restrictions ana certain 
free parking places) would continue to operate during those longer operational hours as normal; 

(ii) CPZ residents and business permits would continue to be valid during Games Times. CPZ residents and business visitors’ 
vouchers would NOT be valid during Games Times. However, each resident in an affected CPZ would be entitled to apply for 
up to two free Games Times CPZ Resident's Visitors’ Permits and each business user in “C”, “EG” and “W” CPZs would be 
entitled to apply for up to 10 free Games Times CPZ Business Visitors’ Permits. These visitors’ permits would only be valid in 
CPZ permit-holder parking places in the CPZ for which they were issued. These visitors’ permits would not be vehicle-specific 
and there would be no maximum period of stay for visitor permit-holders throughout Games Times; 

(iii) during Games Times, all existing free parking places within each CPZ would be converted to shared-use parking places in 
which CPZ permit-holders and Games Times CPZ visitors’ permit-holders would be able to park without time limit and with 
no restrictions on return. This change of use would also continue to apply at any free parking places during any existing 
hours of operation outside of Games Times, except at free parking places that operate at any time; 

(iv) during Games Times, the maximum stay period for non-permit holders at the shared-use parking places described in 
paragraph 2(a)(iii) above would become 2 hours with no return in 3 hours, EXCEPT at those free parking places with an 
existing maximum stay of I hour or less in the “BL”, “C”, “EG”, “G”, “W”, “WA” and “WD” CPZs which would retain their 
existing maximum stay and no return periods. Existing shared-use CPZ permit-holder / short-stay free parking places would 
also retain their existing maximum stay and no return periods; 

(v) except as described above, the classes of vehicles which can use the parking places within those CPZs, any charges for parking 
therein and all permit issue and use would remain the same as at present, albeit the hours of control would be extended 
and any pay and display or meter parking places would necessitate payment of the parking charge during their extended 
operational hours; and 

(vi) certain exceptions to the above changes will be published in due course and would be signed accordingly at their respective 
locations; 

(b) during the period of 26th July to 9th September 2012 inclusive, five Event Day Parking Zones (EDZs) would be introduced in the 
roads referred to in the Schedule to this Notice: 

(i) all existing on-street parking places, loading bays and waiting restrictions in the EDZs would continue to operate as normal 
but outside of those hours of operation ana within Games lime those lengths of roads would be restricted to EDZ permit- 
holders or EDZ visitors’ permit-holders without time limit or non-permit-nolders for a maximum of 2 hours, no return in 
3 hours. Any parking places, loading bays or waiting restrictions that already commence earlier or finish later than Games 
Times (such as “Blue Badge” disabled persons’ parking places, car club bays, motorcycle bays, “at any time” waiting 
restrictions and certain free parking places) would continue to operate during those longer operational hours as normal; 

(ii) during Games Times, uncontrolled lengths of roads would be restricted to EDZ permit-holders or EDZ visitors’ permit-holders 
without time limit or non-permit-holders for a maximum of 2 hours, no return in 3 hours; 

(iii) on any lengths of single yellow lines after their hours of operation but within Games Times, parking would be restricted to 
EDZ permit-holders or EDZ visitors’ permit-holders without time limit or non-permit holders for a maximum of 2 hours, no 
return in 3 hours; 

(iv) parking places which are restricted to certain users and operate “at any time” (such as “Blue Badge” disabled persons’ 
parking places, car club bays and motorcycle bays) would continue to be available only to those users; parking places which 
are restricted to certain users and do NOT operate “at any time” would become available to EDZ permit-holders or EDZ 
visitors’ permit-holders outside their existing operational hours during Games Times (such as certain doctors’ bays which 
normally finish at midday on Saturday - these would become available to EDZ permit-holders between midday ana 7:00pm 
and on Sundays between 8:30am and 7:00pm); 

(v) during Games Times, all existing free parking places within each EDZ would be converted to shared-use parking places in 
which EDZ permit-holders and EDZ visitors’ permit-holders would be able to park without time limit and with no restrictions 
on return. This change of use would also continue to apply at any free parking places during any existing hours of operation 
outside of Games Times, except at free parking places that operate at any time; 

(vi) during Games Times, the maximum stay period for non-permit holders at the shared-use parking places described in 
paragraph 2(b)(v) above would become 2 hours with no return in 3 hours, EXCEPT at those free parking places with an 
existing maximum stay of I hour or less which would retain their existing maximum stay and no return periods; 

(vii) each resident who lives in an EDZ would be: 

(A) either granted or be eligible to apply for one EDZ Permit for one specified vehicle. These would be issued automatically 
to owners of vehicles registered to an address within a road referred to in the Schedule to this Notice. Certain essential 
workers, doctors, medical practitioners and resident’s carers would also be eligible for EDZ permits); and 

(B) eligible to apply for up to two EDZ Visitors’ Permits (these would not be vehicle-specific). 

(viii) each business user who carries out business in an EDZ would be: 

(A) either granted or be eligible to apply for one EDZ Permit for one specified vehicle. These would be issued automatically 
to vehicles registered to an address within a road referred to in the Schedule to this Notice; and 

(B) eligible to apply for up to 1 0 EDZ Visitors’ Permits (these would not be vehicle-specific). 

(ix) all EDZ Permits and EDZ Visitors’ Permits would be specific to the EDZ for which they were issued and could not be used in 
other EDZs; and 

(x) all EDZ permits would be free of charge; and 

[Note: (i) the permit system would operate either with a hard copy (paper or card) permit or by a “virtual” permit system where 
eligible vehicle registration numbers would be held by the Council on a “virtual permit” list of vehicles authorised to park in the 


EDZs; and (ii) vehicles displaying a valid disabled person’s blue badge and motorcycles would be eligible to park in the EDZs without 
the requirement to display an EDZ permit.] 

(c) during the period of 26th July to 9th September 20 1 2 inclusive: 

(i) in Beresford Street, Plumstead Road, Woolwich Church Street, Woolwich High Street and Woolwich Road, the days on which 
all parking places, loading bays and waiting restrictions operate would additionally include Sundays at the same times as they 
presently operate; and 

(ii) the hours of control of the entire length of single yellow line waiting restriction within the bus lane on the south-west side 
of Shooters Hill approaching the Acaaemy Road / Well Hall Road junction would be extended to operate from 7:00am to 
7:00pm throughout the week. 

3. For special occasions such as weddings or funerals the Council would have discretion to issue Special Permits which would grant certain 
parking dispensations. 

4. The general effect of the Plumstead Station Area CPZ and Woolwich Arsenal Amendment Orders would be to correct minor drafting errors 
in their respective “parent” Orders.
